_ 1901 and the manner in which one of. its 


chief stipulations—that providing for the 
proper administration of the Harbour Dues 
~~had heen silently permitted to fall inte 


" oblivion through the benumbing action of 


that most deadly of soporifics, ‘Taterna. 
tional Concord.” It is only right to-add 
that thete is one point on which there has 
‘been no paralysis, and in regard to which 
the “Concord” has shown itself indeed’ 
‘very uitth alive. We, of course, allude to 
"the penalties demanded from Chiou in part 
payment for the damages to life and 
property caused through the crazy escapade 
of the. Empress T'sz’a1, who had usurped, 


_ without the requisite strength to control 


her ticklish steed, the reias of government, 
Wise’ in its generation, the Concord had 
assessed the damages: at £67,500,000 ster- 
ling; but had so manceuvred the incidence 
that, while the crime to be punished had 
been committed by Peking acting under 
the inspiration of the Dowager Empress 
and her eatellites, the imdemnity to be 
exacted was carefully saddled on the pro- 
vinces, whe had taken no part whatever in 
the émeute, and even. beyond thie had taken 
active steps to preserve the- peace of the 


of tho penalties, which for the most part 
were to be applied in an oxactly reversed 
proportion to the losses undergone by the 
several members of the Accord. A tablo 
of percentages will be interesting, as while 
the other parts of the Protocol were given 
wide publicity, this, which’ in the clue it 
gave to what was really the ruling feature 


-| of the Concord, has been steadily suppres- 


sed, even by those whose apparent interest 
it waa to have the misearriage of justice 
publicly exposed. The following were the 
percentage rates which each of the Powers 
forming the Concord were to receive :— 
Russia .., eee cee nee 28.99 
Germany =» 20.02 
France’... w. 15.75 
Great Britain .. 11.08 
Japan... eee ee 78 
United States : 7.32 
Ttaly 5.91 
Belgium... vee 1.89 
The Rest ...0 2 6. 188 
Actually the amount of Russia’s claim 
was in stérling  £20,008,116 12s. 11d. 
Germany's of nearly fourteen willion mak- 
ing a badsecond. As this was a matter of 
entente it was held on the part of the othor 
Powors to Le “ bad form” to ask any ques- 
tions. The use mado of these pretended 
indemnities has. become matter of history. 
While the greater number of the Powers pro- 
ceeded to divide the amounts amongst those 
who had been the actual sufferers, these 
two procecded to use the indemnities in still 
further weakening China. Russia on the 
security of the capitalised umount at once 
raised a loan of some fifteen millions sterling, 
which she applied to warlike preparations 
in Monchuria, under the false pretence of 
safeguarding her new railway; while Ger- 
many, whose credit in financial quarters was 
better, did not have. formally to pledge the 
amount, but nevertheless made use of the 
windfall in still further pushing her in- 
terests in Shantung. Regarding Russia’s 
action in the settlement a writer in reviewing 
a couple of months after its close the events 
of the year 1901 made the following 
remarks, Russia had been using her in- 
fluence in the Accord to screen the worst of 
the conspirators in the Palace Intrigue: 
“ Russia’s action took; however,’ a much 
“more offensive tone; she practically forbade 
others. to demand the punishment of 
“Tuan. The extraordinary thing about all 
“these pretensions of Russia is not so much 
“their extraordinary and. unprevedented 
“ nature, as that the Powers concerned per- 
“ mitted this language to be made_use of to 
“them. Had Ruasia been warned off the 
“premises when these rudenesses com- 
“ mencad, atid the insolent demands of her 
“yepresentatives been treated with the con- 
“tempt they deserved, we should have 
“heard nothing more of these pretences,’ 
Unfortunately Britain, in her weak but 
honest desire to 
posed interests .of peace some settle 
ment arrived at, took of all others the 
course most especially fitted to haston the 
inevitable war by conniving at these glaring 
and inconsistent exactions. The subsequent 
course of evente-has proved,- what at the 
time was shrewdly suspected, and what 
ought to have been perfectly well known to 
the British Government, that Russia, so far 
from being entitled’ to the countenance of 


the other Powers, had actually ‘been herself | 
the first dnd main instigator of the Palace“ 


Plot, and had actually gone so far. as’ to 
promise to Li Hunc-cmane and his mtis- 
tress immunity in case of their expelling 
the British Minister from Peking. Li was 
too cautious in his methods, and was quietly 
shelved by the more truculent actors in the 
Plot, which eventually fell into the hands 
of bunglers like Yune-uo and Tuxa Fo- 


HSIANG Who made the mistake ef rousing’ 


a‘general anti-foreign campaign in which 
Russia. was included, and against which 
Russia was ostensibly bound to act, while 
secretly screening tbe’ chief . conspirators 
from the punishment due to their deserts. 
It. was for this service, and not for any 
pretended wrong suffered by herself, that 
Russia demanded her twenty: million 
pounds; and the ettempt to blink this fact, 
disgraceful as it was to British honour and 
British prudence, has more than anything 
else contributed to the loss of British pres- 
tige inthe Far East; which in turn, by 
paralysing her best meant efforts, now 
unfortunately too late, to bring about more 
wholesome conditions, has rendered neces~ 
sary.the present war. In it, it is hardly 
necessary to add the honours are not 
Britain’s, and we hope the lesson of our 
previous diplomatic bungle will not result 
in our again tying our hands in the 
entangling meshes of another pretended 
i“ Concord.” Unfortunately, judging from 
recent utterances both on the Contixient

OBSTRUCTION AT HONGKONG HARBOUR 
‘ COMPLETELY REMOVED. 


Thesunken steamer Pakehan, formerly owned 
by Messrs. Bradiey & Co.. lias boon completely 
removed. It will be remembered thst in 
June, 1902 a steamer, tho Pakshan, 
lying off West Point, near Jardine’s old 


wharf, disappeared one night in u manner pro-* 


pably never heard of before. An engineer, new 
to the ship, had taken the cover off a sea valve, 
allowing water te rush into the engine-room 
with auch force that he was powerless to stop it. 
Tho steamer gradually filled ond settled down 
in 50 feet of water. 


Mr, E. F. Gibson. subsequently made a 
fruitless attempt to raise the vessel, and, having 
undertaken the task, was required to. remove 
her in the only remaining way—by dynamite. 

fé was not allowed to use more than 25 
pounds of the explosive at one time, so_ the 
job was a very long one. To uso his 
own expression, “it was like taking a 
hundred bites at un jspple.” Mr. Gibson, of 
course, would have liked to clear the vicinity 
of shipping and lot one big charge off, but this 
did not suit the Harbour Master's views. All 
the material was removed after being blown to 
pieces, and there is now some clear six fathoms 
of water at the place. 

We understand that Mr. I. F. Gibson: will 
leave for Java by the Zjipqias on Monday for 
the purpose of demolishing the Dutch mail 
steamer Fomina which is sunk in Sourabayo 
Harbour, The Fomine is a vessel of 2680 tons 
net and lies in 17 fathoms of water.

AN IMPRISONED DANKRUPT. 

Mr, John Hays, of Messrs, Johnson, Stokes’ 
and Master, solicitors, appeared in support of 
an application for the reloate from prison of Lau : 
Yuk Lam, whom his Lordship had sont to prison 
on ths 21st inst, for contempt of Court in failing 

to file a statement. of -his ofuirs within the 
required timo after he had been adjudged 
bankrupt. Mr. Hays said he was informed by 
tho Official Receiver that.ostatement of affairs 
Lad now been filed. Security in the sum of 
$500 would if required be forthcoming from the- 
debtor's brothor. 

His Lordship, remarked that it was very | 
singular that as soon as this man was sent to 
prison he could give a statoment of his affairs, 
which he could not give when he was a free man, 

Mr. Hays said that of courso the application 
for the release of the debtor was not in his inter- 
osta at oll as he represented the petitioning 
creditor; but he hed no objection at all to his 
roleage on security being given. J 

His Lordship referring to the afidavit which 
had—heen filed said it was there stated that tho 
debtor's brother had deposited $500 as security 
for his appearance in these proceedings and he 
had ulso agroed to enter into a bond in the fur- 

-ther sum of $500 for the hankrupt's due appear. 
ance whenever required. Well of course he 
had committed the man for contempt of Court 
only ‘a week ago. ‘Ho did not wish to keep him 
an unnecessary length of time in prison, but to 
mark hissenso of the improprioty of the debtor's 
conduct he jwould allow hiv to come out of 


prison on the 4th prox. on‘condition that tho |-

CLADE FOR COSTS. IN THE R. A, COLLINS - 

BANKRUPTCY. CASE. 

Mr. H. W. Locker, of Messrs. Deacon, Looker 
and Deacon, solicitors, said he had filed an ap- 
plication on behalf of the judgment creditor in 
the B. A. Collins bonkraptcy, claiming costs 
of the estate in priority as that which was given 
to the costs of a petitioning creditor. Quoting 
the Ordinance, Mr. Looker argued that the 
principle of the law was that where a creditor 
had at his own oxpense and on his own account 
taken proceedings and incurred costs which had 
resulted in the property being preserved for the 
benefit of the general creditors, it was only 
right and fair that the costs he had taken 
upon him to preserve that property should ba 
paid in priority to tho other debts of the 
creditors, because through the institution of 
these proceedings sll the creditors got the 
bonotit of the property so proserved. His client 
had got judgmont against the debtor, but had 
stayed execution 4o give him time to lodge an ap- 
peal that ho had intimated he was about to make, 
but ixstend of doing this ho went behind their 
backs and goto receiving order upon depositing 
8500, There was a xchemo of composition under 
which the bankrupt was to pay off all his 
debts ot tho rate of $50 9 month which 
would take shout two yoors. If that was’ 
duly carried out, and if the debts were paid it 
was to the benefit of the creditors, and that 
‘benefit’ was tho result of the proceedings his 
client took. ae 

His Lordship was of opinion that the case 
did not fall within the terms of the Ordinance 
which dealt: with this. mattor. ‘The ‘object -of 
.the Ordinance was very clear. If o man 
brought an action and issued. execution and 
seized a quantity of goods of the debtor which 
‘otherwise tho debtor might have done sway 

with, and by means of taking these things 
he had secured them, and then the bank- 
muptey ensued and these goods were now 
available for division among the oreditors, 
it wos only right and proper that the 
active creditor who had preserved these 
goods in that way should have tho costs, of his 
action in priority because he had added to the 
amount of the estate. In his opinion in. this 
case nothing of the kind had been done. With 
regurd to tho $500 it was not prosorved by the 
plaintiff. in that action at alls. he required it to 
be deposited bocause he was not satistied that 
thore were not any assets. He did not think 
Mr. Looker's: application came within the 
letter or the spirit of the Ordinance, and 
therefore ho must decline to grant.it, 

COMPOSITION APPROVED. 

In the same case, Mr. O. D. Thompson, 
solicitor, applied for his Lordship's approval of 
8 proposal by the bankrupt, R, A. Collins, to 
pay $50 a month until all the debts wore paid. 
Tije scheme had been accopted by o majority 
of the-creditora representing more than three- 
quarters of the amount of the debtor's liabilities. 

His Lordship granted the petition. 

Addressing Mr. Bruce Shepherd, tho Official 
Receiver, ‘ : 

His Lordship said—I gather that you did 
not approve of Mr. Looker's application P 

Mr. Bruce Shepherd—Nv, your Lordship. 
He wanted to argue the principle although the 
act of issuing execution had not been done. 

The Court adjourned.

’ A PATHETIC STORY. | ' 


The following pathetic diary tella of. tle 
safferings of Mr.’ L. Hubbard, assistant editor 
of Outing, who.died from starvation while on 4 
tour of exploration in Labrador. Ho wis 
accompanied by a New York lawyer, Mr. Dilloa 
Wallace, who was rescued by trappers while in 
search of help for his dying companion. 

‘ __ “ October 18. : 

“ Alone in camp. ‘Aftor breaking down [ 
reilised it was hopeless for me to try to go 
farther with tho boys. They will try and 
rewh Grand Lake if they cun and send’ back 
help. Our last two days were very trying. [ 
have not written up my diary becauye I am »> 
very weak. i 

“Yosterday at a spot where wo camped two 
months ago we found the end of an old flour 
sack with o bitof flour sticking to it. Boiled 
it with old caribou bones; it thickened tho 
broth a little. Also found o can of mustard wo 
had thrown away. Held it in my hand long 
time, thinking how it came from home, thor 
took abite, It was very good. t 

“Mixed some in our hone-soup. It seemed 
to stimulate us, We hada bit of caribou-skin 
in the same pot, which swelled up thick—very 
good. Last night fell aslepp while boys wer 
reading to me, and this morning was very sleepy. 

“ When tho boys went they left tea; earibou 

bones and another end of flour-sack found hero 
and some yeast cakes. Drak a cup of strong 
tea and some bone-broth, also had some really 
delicious raw hide boiled with bones. It mado 
me strongor—strong enough to write this. 


“ Our parting was most affectionate. George} ‘ 


said, ‘Lord help us, Hubbard. With His help 
Til save you, if I can got out.’ Then he criod 
so did- Wallace, who stooped and kissed my cheek 
with his poor sunken, parched lips several times 
I kissed his. George did tho same, and I kissed 
his cheek. : 

«Then they wont away—God bless and help 
them. My tent is pitched in front of -a rock, 
It reflects the fire, which is now going out 
because of rain. Shall let it go ont, close tent 
‘till the rain is over, thus keeping out the wind 
and saving wood. 

“To-night or to-morrow perhaps the weather | 
will improve, so that I can build a fire ond ent 
the rest of my leather mocassins and pair of rav 
hide mittens. They ought to help some. 

'“ Am not suffering. Acute pangs of hunger 
have given way to indifference. Am sleopy, 
‘Think death from starvation not. s0 bad. But 
let no one suppose I expect. it. Am propared, 
that’s all. Zthink the boys will be able, with 
the Lord's help, to save me." . 


A SELF-CONTAINED COLONY, 
ie f 

A self-contained and jpeateful British colony 
is that of jthe Falklands, ‘Thege islands, over 
one hundred in number, lie about 250 miles 
from the Patagonian coast, and, so far as their 
climate ‘and population and other character. 
istics go, might woll, says tho Syrer and 
Shipping, have been styled the Shetland ox the 
Orkneys of the Southern Hemisphere. Thoyyh 
soparated by over 200 miles of ocean ‘from the 
South American cosst, they ‘are geologically 
linked with it byo submarine plateau over 
which thereis no great depth of water. Thom 


sro much the same voes and rocky islets ss 
abound in Scotland’s northern island groups, 
and these are the homes of counth «3 pengnins, 
which render point to the humorous tith 
bestowed upon the Governor, viz, * King of tho 
Penguins.” Theclimatological conditions, too, 
are analogous. Abundant winds and copious 
rainfall, the former baing of such a boisterous 
and persistent nature that trees will not grow 
without ebelter, so that the islands sre quite 
destitnte of arboreal vegetation. : . 

The first recorded sighting uf the islands by 


.8 British navigator was that of Davis, in 1599, 


but it remained for another bold explorer, 
Coptain Strong, to assign them o British 
appellation, that of the Falkland Islands, after 
Lord Falkland, This was in 1689, The whok 
industrial ‘and social atmosphere is Gaelic, 
Scotch thriftiness is omuipresent, for every- 
whore appears ovidences of a grim determination 
to wring a competence from the storm-swept 
hills and moorlands. The Scotch temperament 
too, is shown by the Savings Bank, which bas 
390 depositors, ‘with on average account of 
£129, or £24 12s, 94. per bead population. It 
moy siso be an evidence of Scottish affinity that 
out of total imports, valued at £64,000, spirits 
shonld be assessed at £4,152, against’ a paltry 
£740 for wines, £298 for aerated waters, and 
£2492 for “malt liquors.” Clearly, therefore, 
a bot and tropical habitat is by no means 
the only provocative of thirst, and the Falk 
lender would seom to boa firm. believer in the 
efficacy of fire within rather thaa without, for 
hig annual coal imports only total £4,409. 

The Islands are inhabited by some 2,14) 
human beings, and about three-quarters of » 
million sheep, and it is from the latter that tho 
former win the necessities and luxaries of lifse 
Thus, during 1902, the valuo of the wool ex- 
ported was £72,671 ; of tallow, derived by boil- 
ing down superfluous sheep, £6,372; and of 
sheops skins, £10,604. Needless to say, mutton 
iso staple article in the Falkland distary, “ good 
old 365” being the vernecular for this every- 
day standing dish.

RUSSIA'S FIGHTING CHIEF. 
Se ge 
CHARACTER SKETCH OF GENEKAL 
MUROPATKIN. 

Mr. Josioh’ Flynt writes. ins tho Daily 
Chronicle :-— : 

In his stocking feet he stands about five feo! 
ond seven inches. He weighs about twelve stone, 
and is on the other side of his sixtieth year. He 
has dark oyes, resembling somewhat the Japan- 
ese type, and when he locks at you intorestedly 
you ean make no mistake about being “ inspect." 
ed.” A fraction of his oné hundred and seventy 
pounds consists of lead the man has. been shot 
at and hit a: wumler of times ;-the story is that 
relics of some of the shots have refused to, be 
dislodged from their resting places. His nam® 
is Kuropatkin. Until reeently he waa Russia 
Minister of War. He is now Russia‘s military 
hope in th conflict: with Japan. Hoe is con- 
sidered .he shrewdest and most, cupable militury 
expert in the empire, and he enjoys great 
popularity among the soldiers. 

General Kuropatkin is not an easy man to 
know. There are no insurmountable difficulties 
ta be encountered in order to shake hands with 
him ; he ia alxo on affable conversationist when 
ordinary topics ate being discnssed : but usk him 
to tell you something about himself or his busi- 
ness when he is not in the mood for such a talk, 
aud your efforts will go for naught. His: pre- 


sent duty is to proceed to. the firing-line, and |: 


take command of Russia's land forces in the 
East. _ ’ 
GEOK TEPE MASSACRE. 
In 1897 General Kuropatkin wos Governor. 
General of Russian Central Asia, popularly 
called Trans-Caspia. ‘It was there I met ‘him 
at his home in Askabad. ' Wiien Skobeloff—the 
man who scared the Turcomans until they are 
8 cowed raco—was advancing Russia's frontier 
line in Trans-Caspia, Kuropatkin was his right. 
hand assistant. At Geok Tepe. uot far from 
Askabad, 20,000 slaughtered men, women and 
children testify to the vengeance which the two 
mon wreaked on thoir Turconian antagonists. 
My task at the time wax to seo what I could 
of Russian progress in Central Axia, and to 
report to American authorities “ahout interest- 
ing developments. The general himself was the 
most interesting fact discovered. Hoe lived in 
a bungalow, called by the English ‘‘ Govern- 
ment, House,” and he was usually to be found in 
his “ office.” He was always dressed in uniform 
and his manner was unmistakably -military. I 
saw him two or three times:s day for nearly a 
weok, and at gach meeting the impression left 
upon me was the-one intended—i.c , “Iam the 


’ |. Tsar's representative in these parts.” 


My companions:on the trip wero Englishmen, 
One of them was a London corréspondent, who 
has since written u book about Central Asia. 

What interested the general in particular at 
the time of my visit to Askabad was to convince 
his Western visitors that he was trying to 
civilise Trans-Caspiu as rapidly as was consistent 
with Russia’s “advance” on torritory still to 
be acquired. Ho made no mention of India; 
hegwmittel Western Mongolis and Tibet in 
his ref erences to Russia's” sphore of influence”; 
but he let it bo, definitely understood that the 
Russian soldier was in Central Asia to stay, 
None of us found out the strength of the 


available wilitury, although the goneral enter. |’ 


tained us with several ahem buttles (10,000 men 
wore called out on one occasion), and invited us 
to stroll through his bailiwick at will, En- 
thusiastic lieutenants and subordinates, however, 
did not hesitute to admit that their ambition 
was to climb over the Afghan hills and do as 
Peter the Great is supposed to have recom- 
niended—make India Russian. 
KUROPATKIN'’S HOSPITALITY. 

It was considered very extraordinary that so 
many Anglo-Saxons should be allowed to travel 
in Trans-Caspia; our party numbered thirty 
odd men and women. Kuropatkin is said to 
have beon behind the permit given uw. The 
Minister of War wrote to the general more or 
less thus: “Some English people want to see 
Russian Central Asia. Do you think it advis* 
able to let "them cross the Cuspian?”™ Kuro- 


patkin is supposed to have replied; “Let the |; 


English party come. I will be responsible.” 
The under officials and natives had been advised ' 
of our coming weeks before our arrival; even 
the priests had been told to look forward to the 
prospective amicable invasion. At Askwbad, 
which was the centre of the coremonies and 
festivities, the local priest referred to: the inva- 
sion during an open-air service. The senoral 
stood:on a rug in frout of tho priest; he re- 
mained at’ “attention” for one hour by the 
clock, hardly moving « musele. (The corre- 
spondents were not so nerve-less.) 

General Kuropatkin entertained us with ban- 
quots, excursions into the Steppe. district and 
pleasant hunting, and directed his staff to look 
out for our coinfort when he could not person- 
ally bo present. In conversation he had very 
little {o say beyond the ordinary exchange of 
conventional remarks. To tho correspondents 
he gave on official statement, but he put into 
it very little not found in his published official 
reports. His main anxioty seemed to be that 
we should tell the truth about him and his per- 
formances when we reached home. Yet, when 
nt rest and not engaged in official conversation, 
his face mode him look as if he was utterly 
indifferent.to what anyone suid about him or 
his work: 

One of the party asked him about his wounds, 
‘when he had got them, and how. He grinned 
cynically, and said: - ‘In’ war,” and passed on, 
Ho was willing to be a “parade” soldier when 
military custom and sham battles called for it, 
| but.he evidently hated to be one in the quiet of 
his home.

In Central Asia, while he wag still Go- 
yernor-General, he was also considered n very 
conscientious official. * He has slaughtered like 
a butcher,” an officer said to me in Samarcand- 
“ but his purse carrius no counterfeits or crooked. 
winnings.” Honesty in Russin is a rolative 
term, but Kuropatkin shares with Prince 
Khilkoff, the Minister of Railways, the-distine- 
tion of being ono of the few high officials who 
sre not called grafters. It has boon said that 
he hates “yellow” people, that, if ho gets the 
chance, ho will do with the Snpanoso os he and 
Skobeloff did with the Turcomans ot Geok 
Type. He did not strike ono a8 being a blood- 
thirsty Warrior. Speaking’ of the conquest of 
the Turcomans, he said :— 

“They had to bg taught a severe leqson. They. 
thought that they could play with us. When 
the opportunity came we took advantage of it. 
dnd convinced them onco and for all that wo 
intended to rule: It was necessary for their 
Welfare that our) supremacy should be es- 
tablished,” P . 

When discussing Russian methods of mo- 
dernising conquered races, he faroured. os 
intimate friendly rolatious us commerce would 
allow. He explained :— ; 

. “Here in Trans-Caspia we try as far as possible 
to assimilute rather than annihilate. In war 
times slaughter was unavoidable, but to-day we 
offer every inducement to the natives to join 
with us in developing the country. We try to 
learn their language, and we offer thom instruc- 
‘tion in- ours. Our aim isto make them Russiuas 
in spite of their colour.” : 

Tho man that helped subdue Russian Contra; 
Asia and aftorward ruled over it has beon golect od 
for a similar job in the East. Hovhns for assist- 
ants men who have fonght with him elsewhere. 
Trerfritaky, his chief of staff while he was. in 
Trans-Caspia, is already in. Manchuria, and 
others upon whom Kuropstkin can rely are en 
route for the front. 

No ono can tell how long tho fight, will lust: 
Kuropatkin has been through » number of de- 
feats before he has achieved a victory. For a 
while we may hear of his discomfiture in the 
Hast. 
and quick. His strength lies in careful pre’ 
paration and persistent and plodding attack 


If the Minister of Finance provides him with 
money enough to keep his preparations intact, 
and the peasuntry of Russia furnish him enoagh 
soldiers to keap: hia battletields well filled, he 
will probabl give the Japanese tho taste of war 
which they have been looking forward.to since 
their quarrel with China.

WEATHER CYCLES—HARDENED ALUMINIUM— 
TRACING A BHIP'S VATH—A FURNACE 
MICROSCOPE—AN IRISH - MYSTERY — AN 
ALLEGED NEW RADIO-ACTIVE _ SUBSTANCE 
-—THE PULSE REGISTER—COUNTING BY 
ANINALS. 


The most abvions changes on the sun are 
thoso marked by spots, und it has been long 
understood that the cycle of elevon years in 
which these spots ocenr corresponds toa similar 
eyclo in rainfall On the earth. More recent 


| that are chiofly associated with atmospheric and 
mugnetic disturbances on the earth. Tho 
prominence eyvle of 3% years is especially 
conspicuous in the motoorclogy of Ludia, while 
a third cyolk—35 years in length—has been 
traced. recently in the climates of tho whole 
earth, each 1] year eycle being different from 
that immediately preceding and that following. 


“Meteorit” is the name jivon to the new 
metai of W. Rubel, a German chemist, which 
is said to be aluminium hardened by n chemical 
process. The specific yravity is practicilly the 
same us that of aluminium. the metal is not 
affected by weuk acids, the atmosphere or sea 
water, it can ho cast like iron, and has 8 percent. 
greater tensile strength than cust iron ; and it 
can be recest indefinitely, It can be rollod cold: 
is noarly ax condnetive as copper, retaing a high 
polish, and can be plated. | 


Oysters are examined by X-rays for pearls 
by Raphael Dubois. a Fronch investigator. Tho 
oysters are not injured. and those contnining 
pearls too smull to be of value are returned 
alive for further growth. 


The ostrich is being acclimatized in Southern 
Europe by M. Octave Justice, whose ei ghty 
specimens from South Africa are thriving on a 
‘farm near Nice. 7 : 


The sutomatic compass of M. Heit, which 
has beon brought to notica in Marseilles after 
ti test of several months, is claimed to offer an 
important tiew aid to navigation. The basin is 
divided into isolated rections, and au electric 
circuit is so arranged that a flexible wire mov- 
ing over a: small silver index attached to the 
card yfives a record minute by minute of the 
angle of the needle with the meridian, thus 
supplying a complete rogister of the ship's 
courso and of the time of the helmsman’s 
changes. Cortuin sections are connected to call- 
bells, which signal to the commander any 
unnenal deviations. The apparatus, shows the 
speed of the vessel by registering the. revolu- 
tions of the ‘screw, and it also indicates the 
time of departure und of every stop and start. — 


A novel wieroscope for viewing melted or 
intensoly hot substances has heen described 
to the 'Vienna Academy of Sciences by Prof. C. 
Doelter. An electric oven two inches’ high is 
mounted. on the object stand, and yields 
temperatures up to 1,200 degrees. C. In use the 
lens is separated from the headed object by 
about one inch. Even at the highest tempera- 
tures of the substance under examinution, how- 
ever, both microscope and cbjective are kept 
quite cool by u special tube carrying: ice-cold 
water. 


Lough Neagh, covering 150 square’ miles in 
northern Ireland, has twice shown u remurkable 
phenomonon, as reported by Mr. W. 8. Smith, 
of Antrim. On February 22nd, 1895, most of 
“the ieo in the lake broke up, leaving intact 
strip a third of a mile wide slong the southern 
shore, and a mile of this strip was raised at in- 
tervals of a fow yards into bridges or tunnels, 
from which large and small masses of ico were 
projected upon shore, forming a ridge 2 to 14 
foet high. An ogod woman recalled a similar 
occurrence of the cold winter of 1814-15. 
Whero the ice—mixed with boulders—came 
from, and what shot the blocks upon shore. are 
problems awuiting solution. 


Radium’s rays ara of three kinds—Delta rays, 
hardly pendtrating solids at all; Beta rays, 
moderately absorbed by solids and powerfully 
deflected by the magnet; and Gamme rays, 
difficult of absorption and not te be deflected. 
Radio-tellurium, the very active new substance 
that Prof. Markwald of Berlin has‘ found in 
, exceedingly minute quantity in pitch-blende, 
gives off only Alpha rays. These were stopped 
by a sheet of paper, but they passed through a 
vory thin sheet of aluminium, and they showed 
in high degree the power of making air 2 good 
conductor of electricity. An electrolytic pre- 
cipitation of some hundred-thonsandths of 1 
gramme of the new substance was placed on a 
copper-plate. With this Prof. ‘Murkwald 
stopped a set of electric chimes, caused a Leyden 
jar to discharge through the air without sparks, 
and rang an electric bell by a current passed 
through the air from a condensing machine to 
the copper-plate. A sheet of paper between the 


"] plate and the machine interrupted the current 


and stopped the bell. 


, Watching the pulse. adds seriously to. the 
strain upon, the sargeon during an opera. 
tion under chloroform. cocaine or ether. ‘This 
is ‘done automatically by ‘the new “ pulse 
register” of Dr. Gartner, of Vienna, which 
consists of a watch-like box to ba attached to 
the putiont’s forearm. the hands upon a graduated 
dia} being made py an elastic spring! to register 
very precisely the pulse and bleod pressure 
vwivations.. The indications are much more 
soncitive thun the physician's finger. 


_ Evidence that animals can count has been 
collected by Signor Mancini. Horses in the 
collicrics at Haineult have a regular number 
of daily -trips, and invariably seek their stables 
after the thirtieth, A doy remembered the 
trenty-sixth buried -bone a short time after 
digging up twenty-five.
